REPORT OF NEBRASKA LUTHERAN REFUGEE OOMMITTER 
Though the Refugee Relief Act of 1953 expired with the last day 
of 1956, the work of the Nebraska area committee continues until 
such time when all new immigrants sponsored by the Lutheran 
Refugee Service have been absorbed and settied in their chosen 
communities, their financial obligations have been settled, and are 
no longer in need of the assistance on the part of the national organ- 
ization. It is assumed that beyond that need local pastors will, by way . 


of pastoral care, be able to counsel in cases of emergency. 


As is generally known, this committee was organized in the 
spring of 1954 under the auspices of the National Laitheran Counc!) 
and the Lutheran Church—Missouri Synod as an area agency for a 
the administration of the Lutheran Refugee Service. A 
16,500 LRS assisted refugees may immigrate under the current 
program (not including Hungarian refugees). At the 
1957 a total of 13,942 had arrived. Another 2500 had been vissed 
„ before the end of 1956 and can be expected within the next few 
5 months. About 1500 received their visa under regular nations! 
quotas. By far the largest number of newcomers went to the 
populous and industrial states.

statement concerning the “Budget Approach to Congregations” 
with the 1960 Budget: 

Recognizing the inability of any group of people, consecrated 
as they may be, to measure adequately the ability, the willing- 
ness, or the rightful responsibility of another group of people 
to support the program of the church, and recognizing further 
that the support of the program of the church is actually the 
tangible evidence of love for God, and that love and gratitude 
are stronger and more desirable motivating forces than the 
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assignment of quotas, congregations will be expected to deter- 
mine prayerfully their own challenging objectives for the 
support of the larger work of the Church. In eu of the 
assignment of apportioned benevolence quotas, congregations 
in establishing their own larger objectives shall consider the 
following factors: 

1. The ability of the congregation to give as evidenced by the 
blessings God has showered on the membership. 

2. The willingness of the congregation to give as evidenced by 
the previous support of the benevolent program of the Church. 

3. The growth in grace of the congregation through the con- 
tinued effective working of the Holy Spirit. 

4. The development of understanding of Christian Stewardship 
as evidenced by the increasing acceptance of Christian tithing 
and proportionate giving. 

5. The effectiveness of a strong benevolence program in stimu- 
lating growth in the stewardship of Life, Talent, Time, and 
Treasure. 

6. The opportunities and responsibilities for a greater ministry 
for our Lord as evidenced by the increasing program budgets. 

7. The need of our people to grow spiritually to the point of 
self-denial or sacrifice in their giving. 


Motion prevailed that Section III be referred back to the Stew- 
ardship Committee and brought to the 1958 Convention. 


The following resolution would be submitted to implement this new 
“Budget Approach” for the year 1960. 


IV. Whereas: the Central States Synod has, for many years, followed 


the plan of apportioning the Budget of the Synod to the con- 
gregation, and 

Whereas: The 1958 Synod Convention adopted the “Budget 
Approach” to Congregation to be used for the 1960 Budget and 
for succeeding years; and 

Whereas: This Budget approach will no longer provide for 
apportionments, but states that “congregations will be expected 
to determine prayerfully their own challenging objectives for 
the support of the larger work of the Church,” and 
Whereas: We desire to assure each other that we do not consider 
this change in procedure as a plan for doing less but for doing 
more, not in expectation of retreat from present apportionment 
goals, but of moving on from them in freedom, vision. and 
courage, and 

Whereas: It is desirable and helpful for a congregation to review 
the program of the Church just as it is desirable for us as 
individuals to review our congregation's program before plan- 
ning our giving; therefore 

Be it Resolved: That the committee on Stewardship with the 
concurrence of the Executive Committee request the Evangelica! 
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Lutheran Synod in the Central States that it be authorized to 
carry out an Every Congregation Visit in order to guide them 
in a careful examination of the program of the United Lutheran 
Church and the Central States Synod on the part of each con- 
gregation before it determines its “objectives” or goals; and, 
Be it further Resolved: That the congregations, in keeping with 
the spirit of the new procedures, be requested to state a specific 


annual goal for the Budgets of the Central States Synod and 


the United Lutheran Church in America; and 


Be it further Resolved: That the congregation provide a sym- 
pathetic hearing with a willingness to receive the information 
that the visitors, who represent the Church, will bring. This 
will cause the best possible understanding of the work of the 
church which is involved in the adopted budget. 


The following is submitted for your guidance as an outline of 
what the Every Congregation Visit could be: 


Seven Premises For The E.C.V. 
1. That we are mature enough in our congregations to give more 


to the work of the Church without apportionments than with them, 


and will welcome a chance to counsel with others to do more. 


2. That it is desirable ard helpful for our congregations to review 
the program of the United Lutheran Church and the Synod as sym- 
pathetically and completely as possible, just as it is desirable for us 
as individuals to review our congregation’s program in that spirit 
before planning our giving for the year. 

8. That to helped it has to 
consider in deciding upon its objectives 
of Synod and the United Lutheran Church. 

4. The work of 
the United Lutheran Church in America and Synod is such an im- 


portant task. A congregation’s anticipated share in this work should 


be stated specifically and substantially, with good plans to back it up. 
5. That when we adopt a budget for our synod and the U.L.C.A. 
we will put forth every effort to meet it, as a measure of what God 
expects from us at this point and out of Christian obligation to the 
other congregations who have joined us in this decision. 
6. That the Biblical principles of gi are to be the primary 
guides in setting an objective for a tion. Some of these are: 
a. The Lordship of God. All that I am, have, or can hope to 
be or have is from God. 
b. This God is the essence of Love. I am the object of His love. 
c. This fact was demonstrated in the Life and Death of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. | 
d. A God of Love requires, not by demand but by response, the 
very best and very first of my time, talent and treasure. 
„ Our desire to claim every man for this God of Love, and to 
take issue with those forces that contest this claim. 
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f. Our conviction that every man shold participate in the entire 
work of the Church of Jesus Christ and that he must be con- 
fronted with that work. That he may respond. 


g. Proportionate or percentage giving of what we have, for the 
individual and the congregation. 
7. That we will call upon God for a revival of Christian Disciple- 
ship sufficient for this present task. We can attempt great things 
for Him. 


What The E.C.V. Is Not! 


1. The Every Congregation Visit (E.C.V.) is mot « plan for 
telling a congregation how much to give to the budget of the Centra! 
States Synod or the United Lutheran Church in America. The day 
of apportionments would be over. 


2. The E.C.V. is not a plan for exercising authority over a con- 
gregation. The team of visitors meets with the congregational 
leadership upon invitation, with mutual agreement as to time, and 
mutual concern for the work of the Church. 


3. The E.C.V. is not the same as the EMV. (Every Member 
Visit). The latter happens within a congregation among ite members. 
The E.C.V. calls for a visit on the leaders of a congregation by some- 
one outside the congregation. Either one can be carried on without 
the other, although the two will get together as a part of « total plan. 

4. The E.C.V. is not based on the idea that a congregation cannot 
or will not make a good or adequate decision about its benevolent 
objective without a visit. It does assume that it is usually helpful 
to discuss such an important decision with someone outside the 
membership so as to be sure that all available information is at hand. 


The Visitation Teams 


Each team will consist of a pastor and a layman, with the lay- 
man, preferably, coming from some other parish than the one which 
the pastor serves. This should strengthen both men and add punch 
to the message they bring in their visits. 


A. Preparation of Teams 

1. Attend area briefing session on E.C.V. Travel cost to be paid. 
This session is a “Must.” 

2. Become acquainted with the facts concerning the congregation 
to be visited. Some specific information will be provided at 
the briefing session. 

B. Assignment of Teams 

1. The Synodical Stewardship Secretary, in consultation with 
the Sector Directors, will assign the visits to be made in each 
Sector. 

2. Every effort will be made to limit the visits for any team to 
five, except in a last minute emergency. 

3. The Sector Director and his team-mate will visit the parishes

| THE REPORT OF CENTRAL SEMINARY 


During the past school year Central Lutheran Theological Sem- 
inary enjoyed the largest enrollment in its history. Technically, 
there were 49 in its student body, even though two, for justifiable 


During the past year the faculty consisted of six full-time men, 
and one Professor Emeritus. About the middle of the first semester, 
to the deep regret of all, the Rev. Dr. Richard R. Syre resigned as 
Professor of Biblical Theology, effective June 30, 1957, in order to 
accept a call to the faculty of the Chicago Lutheran Seminary, where 
he will have special responsibilities to the School of Missions being 
established on that campus. At a meeting of the Board of Directors 
held in late November, Wesley J. Fuerst, a graduate of Central, and 
a young man of unusual ability, rare spirit and excellent training, 


Was called to teach in the field of Biblical Theology, beginning in the 


fall of 1957. It is the earnest prayer of the Board of Directors, and 
the faculty, that an additional professor can be called at an early date. 


The apartment house for married students has been completed 
and occupied since last November.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CAMP PROPERTY 


Camp Wa-Shun-Ga, 13 miles southwest of Junction City, Kansas, 
was operated thirteen weeks in 1956, opening on Sunday, May 27 and 


closing on Friday, August 24. During the season, ten different groups 


leased the camp’s facilities and services, operating eighteen camps. 
The length of the camp periods varied from two days to seven days. 
Two groups conducted two camp periods each, and two groups con- 
ducted three camp periods each. 

A total of 2116 campers were served, an increase of 405 over 
1955. Largest camp of 231 for six days, was conducted by the 
Congregational and Christian Conference June 3 to June 9. It was 
one of three camps conducted by this group. Smallest camp, of 49 
girl scouts for two days, was conducted by the Herington, Kansas, 
Girl Scout Organization. Only one camp was smaller than in 1955, 


and that one only two campers below the previous year. Camp 
sponsors seem to agree that the increase was largely due to the new 


swimming pool at Wa-Shun-Ga. 
Eight regular staff members were employed, additional help 
being hired for larger camp periods. Charles Stuart, 714 Arthur. 


Clay Center, Kansas, was the camp manager, and will return as 


manager in 1957. Other staff members were bookkeeper and ac- 


countant; cook, assistant cook, and four groundsmen. 


Capital improvements in 1956 were 1) a new swimming pool, 


approximately $200.00; and 3) a new water heater for the girls 


showers, costing approximately $160.00.

The Synodical Pensions Committee met on September 11, 1956 
at the Church House in Omaha, Nebraska. Members of the Com- 
mittee present were George Woodward and Pastors Henry Knawb., 
chairman, Foster Cress and Raymond Johnson. It was impossible 
for George Sears to serve on the Committee. Activities and procedure 
for the year made up the agenda. 


During the year two special letters were sent to Church Councils, 
the first to 47 Congregations in regards to participation in the Family 


Protection Plan, the second to 16 Congregations concerning raising 
their contributions to the Pastor’s Pension from 4 up to 8%. Perti- 


nent current materials on pension developments were also included 


in these letters. 


Your Pensions Committee has stood ready and eager to help 
with any specific Family Protection and Pension Plan problems to 


the best of its ability. If we have not had the answers we have 


turned to other sources for help. We have been very grateful for 
much help from The Rev. George Berkheimer, Executive Secretary 
of the Board of Pensions of the United Lutheran Church in this
